learner. For this reason they may seem 
need them less, whereas these aids 
may just essential their learn- 
ing the learning the slower 
pupils. safe conclude that all 
these matters the effectiveness visual 
devices will depend upon the way they 
are used. 

good teacher will make use con- 
crete material getting understand- 
ing abstract relationships. This es- 
pecially true the study geometry 
where are concerned with spatial 
relationships. The concrete gives form 
the concepts. The mind seeks the 
abstract spatial relationships study- 
ing the relationship parts. Imagery 
spatial relationships plays very 
important part such learning. Ar- 
thur Schultze says: 


help the student understanding 
solid figures general, and make clear 
him difficult drawings which otherwise 
would not understand. The model 
should not used supplant the draw- 
ing. soon the student understands 
the drawings, the models should dis- 
carded reserved for only the most diffi- 
cult cases. 
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Use Discrimination 


The fact that visual aids are used 
guarantee that learning will im- 
proved. the first place, some things 
cannot presented visually and not 
all things need be. The indiscriminate 
use visual material may result 
much waste time. The point that 
visual material must selected ful- 
fill real teaching need. The teacher 
must study the needs his pupils rela- 
tive each teaching situation see 
what visual aids will likely value. 

Visual aids are not equally effective 
given learning situation. biolo- 
classroom for example, demonstra- 
tion which the teacher handles the 
specimens and apparatus would far 
superior films pictures covering 
the same ground. the other hand, 
films showing the growth and move- 
scale gives idea what actually 
happens plant, that cannot 
shown visually any other way. Sound 
motion pictures now fill real place 
the classroom. The danger lies em- 
phasizing the entertainment feature in- 
stead study. Films must handled 
with careful technique their use will 
not compensate for the extra instruc- 
tional cost. 


Aid Thinking 
Another danger the use visual 
aids lies the failure use the visual 
material aid thinking. They 
not replace thinking. Pupils may 
observe but they need stimulated 
think about the relationships under 
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observation. Important values, and 
cause-and-effect relationships will es- 
cape the pupil unless his thinking 
directed. 

Visual and auditory material should 
used aid establishing imagery 
particular objects, places, persons, 
and events related topics prob- 
lems being studied. The use any 
visual aid should have very definite 
purpose. Pupils should able use 
these intelligently, and 
for this reason necessary teach 
them use certain types illustra- 
tive material. They must know what 
they are observe and how inter- 
pret it. This applies particularly the 
interpretation charts, maps, dia- 
grams, tables, and graphs. 


Use the Blackboard 


The use the blackboard one 
the most important devices available 
visual aid teaching. Among the 
most important uses which the black- 
board may put teaching pupils 
how certain kinds work and 
how improve their work through ex- 
perience. For example, learning how 
outline, the blackboard much bet- 
ter than textbook for illustrating the 
form and arrangement the divisions 
outline, because the outline can 
developed step step thus showing 
relationship between 
main divisions and subordinate points. 

some schools where blackboard 
space permits, panels may reserved 
for somewhat permanent types work. 
panel may devoted map work 
where desirable develop map 
during the unit. blackboard panel 
for pupil records progress helpful 
because records can easily changed 
the scores change. 

using objects, specimens, and 
models, pupils need handle them 
well see them. This especially true 
the study biology. When illustra- 
tive material sufficient size for all 
the class see readily the lecture- 
demonstration method should used. 
using models, the teacher should 
careful point out the discrepancies 
between the model and the real object. 


Limitations Field Trips 


The field observation trip has value 
education but also has serious 
limitations well disadvantages 
the average school.

The teacher should try 
discover observation the constructive 
influence trip upon the pupils’ un- 
derstandings, appreciations, interests, 
and attitudes.

This type visual aid has 
limited use but very impor- 
tant aid biological sciences. 

Relief displays also form important 
contribution teaching. The oldest 
point use doubtless the sand table, 
with its versatility. Many adaptations 
this idea have been brought into 
school that now have many so- 
called models representing relief what 
being studied: namely, miniature 
farms, factories, countries, homes, coal 
mines, etc. The value these will de- 
pend upon their particular contribution 
being studied. Like many other visual 


aids they have added value because 
pupils are normally attracted such 
aids spontaneously, especially they 
have had share constructing them. 

Have you ever used flannelgraph? 
The flannelboard easel made 
strong wood and stands three 
about five feet tall. The legs are made 
fold permitting tabletop use and 
making convenient size car- 
ried stored. This visual aid has been 
found particularly effective 
ing geography. flannel map may 
made just you would make jigsaw 
puzzle. Pupils learn locations put- 
ting the pieces the right places 
flannel covered board. This type vis- 
ual aid very adaptable. can 
used any place that people are gathered 
well indoors. The flannelgraph 
has been used very effectively classes 
for the slow learner. They never cease 
interested and intrigued the 
magic it. 


Television and Radio 


Television and radio have invaded 
the classroom. Their use the teacher 
comparable taking field trip. 
There are three essential problems: (1) 
preparation for the broadcast, (2) 
listening, i.e., the actual use, and (3) 
follow-up work. The pupil must put 
state readiness, the program 
must meaningful, must for 
purpose, the pupils must know what 
and what observe. The follow-up 
step lends itself great variety 
possible treatments depending upon the 
nature the program, and the pupils 
listening. There may just spontan- 
eous discussion, tactfully guided the 
teacher. Other programs may call for 
oral written reports, outlines, 
cussion, careful analysis, and further 
insinuations. 

The high school teacher needs the 
dynamic force visual and auditory 
aids lift the day-by-day doldrums 
textbook study. supplement teach- 
ing, strengthen imagery, the use 
sensory aids deserves the consideration 
the thoughtful teacher.

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The Tape Recorder: 
Few Experiences Classroom Use 


What are several uses which the 
tape recorder has been put class- 
room procedure? This brief article will 
limited almost entirely discussion 
such use and accompanying student 
reaction. does not pretend present 
the last scholarly word the subject. 
The suggestions outlined may appeal 
some, may not interest others. Mem- 
bers the community ideas, 
would welcome all suggestions. All that 
intended here indicate what has 
been done few teachers this 
school, and arouse interest what 
can most fascinating aid class- 
room procedure. While the 
corder can used adjunct 
the teaching almost any subject, 
limit observations comment upon 
use the recorder speech, chorus, 
and English classes. 


Teaching Speech 

The tape recorder invaluable 
aid the teaching speech. has 
been used for making voice and diction 
diagnosis. After the test has been made 
and the experienced performance diag- 
nosed, the student, aware his defects, 
trained correct them. way 
follow-up the voice periodically re- 
corded again. The tape played back 
that student and teacher may deter- 
mine the presence improvement, 
any, the student’s speaking habits. 
Such playback aid objective 
student self-evaluation. this aware- 
ness his defects which goes long 
way helping student correct 
defects. the positive side the stu- 
dent encouraged the teacher and 
class appreciation his improvement 
speech. 

Apart from its value basic speech 
diagnosis the tape recorder has been 
employed with good effect certain 
class projects speech. The following 
examples illustrate that use. 

Two separate classes speech were 
divided each into three groups about 
ten each. Each group prepared 
and presented “Radio which 
was recorded tape. Playbacks the

recorded dramas class called the 
attention the students number 
speech problems: defects enunciation, 
carelessness interpretation charac- 
ter, lack warmth and energy 
speech, violations radio drama tech- 
nique. the credit side the ledger, 
many students were quite pleased with 
the actual fine results they had accom- 
plished number instances. 

another occasion students each 
two speech classes were asked 
write “Five Minute Autobiography,” 
presenting their lives light, enter- 
taining, and friendly manner. The “Life 
Stories” the members one class 
were then played back for the other 
class. The prospect that their autobiog- 
raphy would “on tape,” played for 
class fellow students, seemed at- 
tract the boys and girls who entered 
into the work with more than ordinary 
enthusiasm. 


Choral Readings 

Chorus Class “speech class song” 
—lends itself quite favorably the 
use the tape recorder. The truthful 
tape clearly and irrefutably indicates 
balance voice, correct diction, apt 
placement notes, precision attack 
and release, and the effects various 
interpretations. Psychologically, its use 
produces relief kind break 
for the class. lends air ex- 
pectancy, stimulates interest, and en- 
courages pride doing song well. 


Teaching English 

English class the opportunities for 
the use the tape recorder are many 
and varied. preparing introduc- 
tion study poetry, the recorder 
was used the teacher prepare 
half-hour “Variety Show.” Along with 
occasional touch humor, the stu- 


dent was acquainted with the general 
idea poetry, his prejudices were 
jected good-humored airing out, 
and was cautiously introduced 
few bits serious poetry selected for 
their aptness enkindle 
smother the newborn flame love for 
the poet’s touch. Student response was 
favorable. Attitudes averse poetry 
were bettered not entirely changed. 

another English class students pre- 
sented “Book Report Program.” Un- 
der the direction master 
monies who introduced 
reviewers and provided some light link 
connection between them, the stu- 
dents put tape quarterly reports 
(about minutes length) books 
they had read. The “Programs” were 
then played back other classes, 
each program different audience. 
The novel manner 
helped solve, part least, the prob- 
lem listlessness with which many 
students meet the reading book re- 
ports. 


For Parents’ Meeting 


Perhaps one the most ingenious 
experiments with the tape recorder oc- 
curred upon the occasion the monthly 
Home and School meeting. With the 
visiting parents mind, the students

Use Good Recorder 


concluding, few words warn- 
ing might order. the teacher 
does not want bore his pupils 
had best use good recorder none 
all.

The teacher can hardly expect hold 
interest sound unpleasant, garbled, 
undistinguishable. There are excellent, 
reasonably priced tape recorders. 

Moreover, the tape recorder should 


not used “crutch,” fill-in for 
lack preparation, excuse for 
thoughtlessness. Students are quick 
spot this evasion true responsibility. 

Finally, may wise, apart from 
those few occasions when the tape re- 
cording presented for plain unvar- 
nished relaxation, hold pupils re- 
sponsible some way, whether oral 
written report, for the contents 
the tape recording. The tape recorder 
should implement student activity. 
not intended encourage pupil 
passivity. 

Used discreetly and intelligently the 
tape recorder can real aid the 
teacher. The proof the pudding, 
course, the eating. Whatever your 
subject matter, get acquainted with the 
tape recorder.

“Listen, children, and you 
hear advised Longfellow. Teachers 
and parents, too, are continually admon- 
ishing children pay attention and 
listen carefully. Yet the four phases 
the language arts reading, writing, speak- 
ing, and listening has received 
least attention.

ing comprehension over reading compre- 
hension became less the material pre- 
sented increased difficulty. These facts 
indicate the need systematic training 
listening. 


Begin Early 


Interested teachers can easily provide 
opportunities for listening experiences. Add- 
ing the present language activities pro- 
vided the curriculum not necessary. 
Teachers aware the listening potential 
existing situations can utilize these ex- 
periences.

They will listen retell 
accurately proper sequence what they 
have heard: Only the alertness the 
teacher needed capitalize the 
various aspects previously unrecognized 
listening experiences. 

Building this foundation, the teacher

Ma- 
terials for training listening should 
chosen from selections that are year 
two below the class reading level. More 
difficult less difficult materials can 
used depending upon the subsequent per- 
formance the students.

judgment. The teacher may also develop 
skeleton outline the same recording 
ing copies the outline prior the re- 
cording, then attempt fill the main 
and subordinate ideas while listening 
the record again.

All these more complex skills can 
related other phases the cur- 
riculum.

Critical Listening 


the student progresses his edu- 
cation, training critical listening becomes 
increasingly important. His earlier training 
listening for main ideas, 
ideas, transitional phrases, and summariza- 
tion will helpful. False analogies, broad 
generalizations drawn from few events, 
and guilt-by-association techniques should 
more easily detected him.

The Use Color 


The idea for this article really originated 
experience with special student. 
visited garage and stood for some 
moments watching car-cleaning machine 
which worked air pressure. explained 
its working the boy and then did not 
say anything for hour after had 
left the garage. surprise and de- 
light, was then able give descrip- 
tion the car-cleaning de- 
scription unusual for boy eight. This 
really had been picture experience for 
him. 

have long felt that the modern tend- 
ency minimize the use textbooks 
great mistake. grant, however, the 
need for colorful textbooks. Pertinent 
pictures color create such books 
themselves wherever they are found. The 
trip with special student the garage 
was the summer 1953 and the 
scientific interest inherent the car-clean- 
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ing machine created colorful textbook 
momentarily. 


Applications the Picture Principles

Success picture teaching does depend 
the use good pictures color 
film strips which are pertinent the 
lesson.

effective dealing with early, giggly evi- 
dences adolescence. Silliness tends 
minimized work serious problems 
this sort. 


Charts and Diagrams 


While taking graduate course the 
teaching arithmetic Northwestern 
University the summer 1951, con- 
structed two charts illustrate decimal 
and fraction equivalents. used both 
teaching fifth- and sixth-grade arithmetic 
two different school systems and found 
that their simple nature plus the fact that 
they were color gave them great effec- 
tiveness background builders for the 
two fields.

The great prophet Isaias spoke aptly when 
promised those who receive the Sacra- 
ments, “You shall draw water with joy 
ou: the fountains the (Isa. 
receiving Communion come the 
God, our Brother, who suffered and 
save us. Every Sacrament comes 
from Calvary; for every Sacrament 
cones from the heart Christ who suf- 
for us. His burning love was not 
coitent with the crib Bethlehem, the 
Calvary and the cross. For Him death 
was the one great “Hour” His life, the 
perfect proof His boundless love. How 
looked forward it: have 
baptized with; and how 
(Lk. 12:50). That “Hour” marks the out- 
pouring all God’s gifts; every Sacra- 
ment comes men from the divine Heart 
that loved and sorrowed Calvary. 


Infinite Love 

Therefore, the thought Christ 
Crucified that enables appreciate 
fully the measure love each Sacra- 
ment. Our understanding Confession 
and Communion full and rich only when 
approach these Sacraments the spirit 
St. Paul’s words, live the faith 
the Son God, who loved and gave 
Himself for me” (Gal. 2:20). 

The reason easy explain. Why 
mother dear her child? Why does 
mother’s kindness carry special meaning 
for her son and daughter? because 
she was once fair young girl? because 
she was talented career woman? be- 
cause the father the family chose her 
his wife? No; there more com- 
pelling reason. mother dear her 
child precisely because she mother, pre- 
cisely because she alone gave birth 
pain and devoted the best years her 
life its care. All the love her heart, 
all the thoughts her mind, all the labor 
her hands were spent her child. That 
why this woman holds unique place 
the child’s life, place one else 
can fill. 

So, too, receiving the Sacraments 
come into contact with One who mothered 
suffering Calvary. Here the Babe 
Bethlehem, the Boy Nazareth, the 
handsome young Teacher Capharnaum 
the Christ who gave full proof His 
heart’s love sacrificing Himself for 
the cross. The Christ the Sacraments 
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not only our Friend and Brother and 
Companion; also the Victim who 
died save Jesus, our Saviour. 

The pardon that comes every Con- 
fession reaches from the cross; our 
forgiveness purchased Christ’s suffer- 
ing. Men realize best how much sin has 
cost Him and how dearly has paid for 
pardon only when they remember how 
has “loved and washed from our sins 
His Blood” (Apoc. 1:5). one thing 
see Christ sitting peacefully the house 
Simon the Pharisee and hear Him say 
with sweet calm the sinful woman, “Thy 
sins are forgiven thee” (Lk. 7:48); 
quite another see how much this for- 
giveness has cost Him—to look Him 
upon the cross, with bruised and swollen 
face, and hear Him whisper through 
pain clenched lips words pardon 
the thief who had just blasphemed. This 
the Christ who forgives every 
Confession; the absolution receive 
comes from One whom have betrayed, 
whom have whipped, and torn, and 
crucified the very sins confess. 


The Price Our Redemption 

the task the teacher show 
the children how much every Confession 
has cost our Lord. For were redeemed 
“not with perishable things, with silver 
gold, but with the precious Blood Christ, 
the slaughter and dumb before its shearer” 
(Isa. 53:7). speaking Confession 
teacher must make her own St. Paul’s 
motto, determined not know any- 
thing among you, except Jesus Christ and 
Him Crucified” Cor. 2:2). She must 
teach the little ones not merely from the 
book the catechism but much more 
with the living power the Crucifix. Point 
it, hold before them; then they 
will know all that each Confession has 
cost Christ. The pardon they receive 
the pardon that Christ poured out pain 
the soul Magdalen the foot 
the cross; the forgiveness that 
pleaded for suffering when cried 
out, “Father, forgive them; for they know 
not what they do.” 


From Christ 

Teach them, then, make preparation 
holding the little Crucifix 
their hands. They must learn enter- 
ing the -confessional reach the 
dark the broken body the Man 
the cross hanging over the grille. the 
very act Confession they must tell 
their sins though kneeling the feet 
Jesus Crucified. Confession over, they

they should make the Way the Cross. 
Thus they will come alive the truth 
that the grace every Confession comes 
from Christ Crucified; and the light 
His sufferings they will come see 
how mean and cruel sin and how kind 
and motherly Christ is. When the first 
Christians heard the story the 
“they were pierced the heart and said 
Peter and the rest the Apostles, 
‘Brethren, what shall (Acts 2:37.) 
always like that. What was the secret 
power that enabled the Curé d’Ars 
convert many sinners? His sermons will 
cause surprise their marked simplicity; 
did not know the devices rhetoric 
the embroidery oratory. knew 
something much better Christ Crucified. 
preached the sufferings Christ 
season and out season. Thus was 
taught men how terrible sin and how 
kindly Christ who won our salvation. 


Sacrifice and Banquet 

this same Christ who gives Him- 
self Holy Communion. Time and again 
his monumental Summa Theologica St. 
Thomas Aquinas repeats that the Eucharist 
contains the Christ who suffered for 
(Christus passus). The Host that re- 
ceive always the gentle Christ who 
offered Himself for Calvary and 
offers Himself again the Victim every 
Mass. Every Communion presupposes 
Mass; the Eucharistic banquet requires 
first the Eucharistic sacrifice. 

Therefore, the little ones must see Holy 
Communion for what really is—a re- 
ceiving Christ not only Friend and 
Brother, but above all Saviour who 
died Calvary and who offers Himself 
again victim our altar sacrifice. 
Thus every Communion but the com- 
pletion Christ’s sacrifice the Mass. 
the Consecration offers Himself for 
us; Communion gives Himself 
us. First must immolated; only then 
can received. St. Paul states this 
truth memorable words, often 
you shall eat this bread and drink this 
cup, you show forth the death the Lord, 
until comes” Cor. 11:26). The 
Church would keep always mindful 
this. Lest forget that the Christ 
Communion one who was sacrificed for 
us, she urges us, whenever possible, 
Communion during Mass rather than 
outside Mass.

the Passion. Take away the veil 
whiteness; then will seen all has 
gone through mother suffering 
Calvary. For even today His glorious 
body bears hands and feet and 
side the marks His wounds; even today 
His Sacred Heart holds for that special 
motherly tenderness that only suffering 
could give. That why St. Gabriel the 
Sorrowful Virgin repeated these words each 
time came before the Blessed Sacrament, 
“Thou art here who suffered and died 
for me.” 

Let child learn this important truth 
about Holy Communion; and then every 
Communion will change him, and make 
him better. Knowing that the Lord whom 
they receive has loved them the death 
the cross, they will ready sacri- 
fice themselves for Him and will grow 
more earnest living His spirit. Long 
before they hear the words, the children 
will experience and practice St. Paul’s 
directive, “They that are Christ’s have 
crucified their flesh, with its vices and 
its lusts” (Gal. 5:24). The thought 
Christ dying for them will help them 
die sin for Him. 


Cleansing Our Souls 


Thus every Communion should mark 
real change the one who receives our 
Lord. For Malachias said him: “Who 
can endure the day His coming? And 
who can. stand when appears? For 
shall like refiner’s fire, and like fuller’s 
earth. And shall sit down refiner 
and cleanser silver” (Mal. 3:2-3). “He 
shall like fullér’s earth. genera- 
tion ago curious way 
cleaning white felt hats.

Therefore, even his Apocalypse 
where describes the glories heaven, 
John never forgets that the Christ glory 
the very one who suffered and died for 
us. Twenty-two times this book 
speaks Jesus the Lamb God. Al- 
ways thinking Christ this light John 
came understand better than any other 
the love for that burns the heart 
Christ; that why his the Gospel 
Love. 

this light, too, that our teachers 
must think Christ and speak Him 
the little ones whom they are preparing 
for Confession and Holy Communion. They 
should present every holy and helpful con- 
sideration; but this one they must empha- 
size. teacher must learn bind the 
Sacraments Calvary; their one 
great source. She must lead the children 
the divine Victim dying out love for 
the cross. She must teach them that 
the Christ who pardons Confession aid 
who nourishes the altar truly the 
Lamb God who died agony and who 
continues sacrifice Himself for 
every Mass. other words, the teacher 
who prepares our little ones for first 
fession and Communion must make her 
own the motto St. Paul:

cult comprehend why catechetical teach- 
ing material alone must denied 
interior ordering arrangement its 
subject matter. the duty those 
who impart instruction the Christian 
truths faith bring Divine Revelation 
closer living, thinking human beings. But 
Revelation has been handed down 
from God, the original Source and Lord 
all order, not confused medley 
unrelated doctrines, but sacred 
arrangement for lucid announcement 
mankind. must the task those who 
teach Christian doctrine work out that 
sacred arrangement, which inherent 
Divine Revelation, make others con- 
scious it, and, possible, permit 
become apparent even the basic 
division the subject matter. 


Studying the “Roman Catechism” 

Only during the past war was the at- 
tempt made clarify the real 
the Roman Catechism classification and 
make practical for present-day cate- 
far know, the Roman 
Catechism itself nowhere makes the at- 
tempt justify its classification ma- 
terial, with reference leading out from 
the nature essence Christian subject 
Nevertheless its main classification 
contains deeper meaning which able 
lead one into the innermost sanctuary 
Christian doctrine. taking more 
accurate view, may observe that the 
first two main sections (the Creed and 
Sacraments) and the last 
(Commandments and Our Father) each 
form higher unity.

Perfecting the Arrangement 

Here have already stated what 
manner the division subject matter 
the Roman Catechism could further 
perfected that the meaning inherent 
would expressed still more clearly. 
The doctrine about the Sacraments should, 
wherever possible, not placed next after 
the Symbol, but, according the model 
St. Thomas Aquinas, should or- 
ganically built into the third part the 
Symbol. Symbol and Sacraments should 
not show any more two closely linked 
even interlocked catechetical basic for- 
mulas, but fused into one harmonious 
whole, namely into the History the 
Eternal Love God, whose chief phases 
are already fittingly indicated the Apos- 
tles’ Creed. “The Sacraments should not 
simply taught theoretical points 
doctrine; they should rather combined 
with the doctrine about the Church and 
its nature and growth, and should, 
the same time, become apparent that they 
(the Sacraments) accompany the life 
the Christian from his entrance into the 
Church until his going home 

The second main section the Roman 
Catechism “The Grateful Answer the 
Redeemed” could also further per- 
fected this way, that the doctrine about 
prayer would treated first, and then 
the doctrine about the Commandments. 
This would more line with the 
psychological order. The gratitude the 
redeemed child God 
above all spontaneously real childlike

the grateful looking the Father 
(Rom. 8:15; Gal. 4:6). This presentation 
Christian prayer puts the prayer 
praise and gratitude automatically the 
first place. dominates the prayer-life 
the true children God. Here, too, would 
the classical opportunity for teaching 
about Holy Mass, our highest act 
prayer. Here more perfect manner 
than under any other circumstances 
send the Father heaven, through 
Christ, our Head and our Brother, and 
with Him and Him, our common hom- 
age grateful love. this connection 
Holy Mass appears what essence 
really is: the unique celebration 
thanks which the redeemed people 
God offer, led the Redeemer and 
Mediator Jesus Christ. What we, offer- 
ing during the Mass, aver and promise 
complete surrender the Father must 
find its confirmation and fulfillment the 
daily humdrum Christian life, the 
answer active love, the faithful 
mated grateful love. The sketch 
the Christian doctrines faith given here 
being recognized and recommended 
modern catechists proper and appropri- 
ate. This especially the case with 
Jungmann, S.J., his 
published Catechetics, which for the time 
being perhaps the leading manual 
catechetical instruction, particularly con- 
cerns the material

The division the catechism outlined 
above fulfills excellent manner 
the demands which made 
regarding the proper arrangement the 
catechism. not only extraordinarily 
clear and easily comprehensible, but actu- 
ally leads into the innermost sanctuary 
Christendom. Thus the whole contents 
the catechism appears entirely Chris- 
tian, that is, Revelation through the 
mediation Christ, gracious invita- 
tion from the heavenly Father, which 
came Christ, and which we, 
likewise Christ, gratefully respond. For 
just Christ the central point the

this arrangement the subject matter 
longer seems like burdensome struc- 
ture obligations, but attractive 
structure values. Indeed, the entire first 
part treats immeasurable riches 
the everlasting divine Father-love. But even 
the second part—no matter how clearly 
speaks and must speak Christian ob- 
foregoes everything that op- 
pressive and restrained. certainly gives 
the longed-for answer the first part 
the catechism. The basic question 
longer the tiresome “What must do?” 
the redeeming, elevating “What can 
do?” The content the second main 
division nothing more than the ideal 
Christian way life, the glorious life 
the new children God; the incom- 
parable, even sometimes austere, beauty 
Christian laws living. 

addition, this arrangement the 
catechism has the great didactic advantage 
that organically grows out the Biblical- 
historical catechizing which pro- 
vided the first years religious instruc- 
tion. Here, well there, the story 
the divine Father-love forms the funda- 
mental theme. Even the first religious 
instruction, the catechist will again and 
again direct the pupils’ attention the 
love God while following the Bible 
Salvation that God’s love shines forth 
splendidly. Then systematic religion 
course the principal phases the History 
Salvation are again treated under this 
aspect, but this time more from dog- 
matic viewpoint, and this first main section 
catechetical teaching material placed 
opposite the second main section contain- 
ing the grateful response the redeemed 
children God. The content this part 
also sufficiently known the pupils 
from the Biblical-narrative catechizing done 
previously. And this latter instruction 
the young Christian often has been taught 
how should answer the loving Father 
heaven. has become accustomed 
look Christian living program 
grateful filial love. Only that time the 
points guidance which referred Chris- 
tian living were interspersed free and 
easy manner the Bible-story instruction.

The Apostolic Method 


The submitted arrangement subject 
matter has still another advantage can 
rightly appeal the Apostolic method 
teaching. When the Apostles went forth 
announce the truths faith, their 
teaching was characterized the fact, 
that, above all, they developed the values 
the Christian religion before their as- 
tonished listeners. Immediately 
feast Pentecost the Apostles 
with enthusiasm (filled with the Holy 
Spirit), went forth announce “the won- 
derful works God” (Acts 2:11). That 
was their general common theme. The 
unfortunately too sparse 
mitted the Acts the Apostles 
regarding the catechizing the two princes 
the Apostles all show the same struc- 
ture. first the values Christianity 
are unfolded; this done for the most 
part pointing out what God has done 
the History Salvation. addition 
this, the duties Christian are ex- 
plained. Particularly characteristic this 
respect the first Mission sermon the 
first pope. Here the theme his ser- 
mon: Now the fullness time has come, 
namely Jesus Christ the Messias, who 
was crucified and lives again. Only the 
question the listeners what they 
were obliged do— until then Peter had 
not spoken about this— does impress 
upon them their principle obligations (Acts 
2:14-41). From this entirely value-satu- 
rated, Apostolic doctrinal teaching resulted 
the glowing zeal the early Church, and 
its astonishingly religious vital 


Suggestion Catechists 


Perhaps there are number catechists 
who, wholeheartedly, approve the prin- 
ciples expounded above, and who would 
also like see them applied catecheti- 
cal instruction. But they, for the time 
being, have reckon with catechism 
which does not entirely follow this path. 
And will certainly take rather long time 
until new catechism appears. One the 
reasons because good catechism can- 
not made overnight. Unless this im- 
portant work done carefully and thor- 
oughly, slipshod edition might result, 
which, soon after publication, would have 
revised. What should recom- 
mend for this more less long time 
waiting? Could not even now, without

changing the catechism, teach the main 
sections somewhat according the fol- 
lowing classification: Faith Sacraments, 
Prayer (plus the Sacrifice the Mass) 
Commandments? More important than this 
exterior arrangement, which would hardly 
meet with any considerable difficulties, 
certainly the inner change consisting 
the correct presentation these main 
divisions. the sections Faith and 
the Sacraments have repeatedly indi- 
cated how the content these two sec- 
tions strikingly manifests every step 
the gift-giving love God and incites 
grateful reciprocal love. The lessons 
prayer and the Commandments may now 
already welcome occasion remind 
ourselves and others how must thank 
God for His love. seems very important 
that this complete Christian view 
the individual main sections, especially 
the commentaries the catechism de- 
signed for the use lay catechists (Con- 
fraternity Christian Doctrine) should 
worked out clearly and absorbingly 
possible. this way the appropriate 
formulations the catechism the future 
will not constitute the beginning 
inner rearrangement, but will the crown- 
ing finale already accomplished keryg- 
matic revision 


clear that the ideas submitted here are 
valid not only for catechetical instruction in the 
schools, but also for the proclamation of the truths 
of faith in giving sermons and in catechizing in 
general. How the recommended arrangement of subject 
matter could be made to bear results in giving a 
catechetical sermon to the people, we showed in our 
publication issued in 1947 in Tientsin: Nuntius 
Noster seu themata principalis praedicationis Chris- 
tinae (Latin and Chinese). catechetical sketches 
the essence of Christian doctrine is demonstrated. To 
sure, the book was meant the first place for 
adult Christians, especially for those congregations 
on the borders of outlying missions which the mis- 
sionary could visit only rarely.

MODERN EDUCATION 


The great burden modern educa- 
tional system was forcibly presented 
Dr. Frank O’Brien the New York 
City public schools the second an- 
nual Workshop Special Education 
the Exceptional Child sponsored 
the Catholic University America and 
recently published volume called 
The Atypical Child. Rev. Dr. Jenks, the 
editor the volume, points out: “Many 
new areas the field special educa- 
tion were explored this year for the first 
time order give our Catholic educa- 
tors more comprehensive orientation 
the field special education.” And 
Father Jenks adds: children 
have right Catholic education 
and have duty provide certified 
teachers teach them.” 

summarize the program was 
presented the Workshop without any 
present attempt evaluation. pre- 
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sented not optional program but 
one which handicapped children 
have right, according their needs, 
abilities, and deficiencies. Failure pro- 
vide for the special education, pro- 
viding only low level custodial care, 
may have two results: 

“Consequently, special provi- 
sions are not made for them, many 
cases, their dignity individuals and 
their worth-whileness members so- 
ciety are being lessened, not actually 
destroyed, which can result finally only 
their becoming personally degraded 
and social outcasts” (p. 13). 

“In fact, handicapped child who 
denied the educational opportunities 
which needs and which en- 
titled may not only become social 
liability and expense, but, what 
much greater importance, may very 
well prevented from achieving his 
most important goal, namely, that 
which inherent his creation 
the salvation his immortal soul” (p. 
10). 

The scope such program which 
educational systems should provide for 
those children with special 
cludes: (1) the gifted, (2) cardiacs, 
(3) orthopedic, including cerebral pal- 
sy, (4) nutritional and other medical 
surgical cases that can profit from 
special program, (5) visually handi- 
capped, (6) acoustically handicapped, 
tionally disturbed, (9) feeble-minded 
(those who function from 
(10) homebound. 

From the discussion would appear 
that these obligations are clearly those 
the Catholic school system well 
public school systems and Father 
Jenks’s comment the foreword con- 
firms this view. Special education 
more less rudimentary stage the 
Catholic school system. The decision 
ordinarily made “exclusively finan- 
cial considerations and not criteria 
that emanate from the inherent rights 
children” (p. 11). 

Dr. O’Brien says that where there 
true dedication children, school 
authorities with the support the com- 
munity “will, with relatively little diffi- 
culty, find the means and way seeing 
that every child with special needs 
provided, according his birthright, 
education that suited his needs, 
abilities, and deficiencies” (p. 17). 

The Catholic school system according 
this study must face this problem, 
even though there are not present facil- 
ities ordinary schools for half our 
Catholic children, and increasing num- 


bers lay teachers must engaged. 
The problem which the Catholic school 
system must face put concretely 
Dr. O’Brien:

Race prejudice probably one the 
most distorted attitudes prevalent the 
world today.

that the influence their parents usually 
prevails over most principles taught

Many times boys and girls not have 
personal experience associating with 
Negroes, but given chance they will 
develop sane attitude toward the unjust 
treatment the Negro and break down 
that prejudice. The teacher can readily 
determine students’ attitudes their class 
responses, and she can put into the hands 
those who show resentment book like 
Dark Symphony Elizabeth Adams. The 
author this book relates her own struggle 
not being accepted social situations. 
Many teen-agers acquire respect for the 
colored because they learn that their home 
training often very thorough and ex- 
tremely cultural. Elizabeth Adams fills her 
readers with the spirit accepting others 
matter what their color is. Along with 
this book the story Greoge Washing- 
ton Carver, our American scientist. Boys 
and girls appreciate people who spend 
their lives improving conditions for hu- 
manity, but they not always place these 
facts relation the personal 
they receive from someone else’s labor. 
Often necessary point out these 
principles for the students recognize 
and class discussions will aid doing this. 
The fact that these books are about real 
people ought emphasized because 
they are worthy imitation the in- 
tegrity their lives, their self-sacrificing 
spirit, and their perseverance. 

Although does not have any literary 
value, emotional novel that ought 
make any teen-ager aware the inferior 
feeling that predominates the Negro 
The Dove Flies South. This phantastic 
story appeals youth and the same 
time reveals the all too common 
tionship between white employer and black 
employee.

The young are quick catch the change 
attitude when the white man changed 
black. This draws strongly the emo- 
tions students and forces them feel 
for others they would feel for them- 
selves. Other books that will lead teen-agers 
place themselves the position the 
other person and show them correct re- 
actions are: Seredy’s Singing Tree which 
illustrates how the disasters war may 
urge help other nationalities, and 
doing find the real value their worth.

Each booklet was fastened with 
heavy common pins its proper place 
the map, and thus fit well into its 
place the jigsaw puzzle. That portion 
the cardboard which was not covered 
the map was painted with blue enamel; 
this gave finished effect the back- 
ground and supplied the sea blue for the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans.

The only 
realization that resulted particularly from 
the main discussion was the confusion 
there exists what called “the” Catho- 
lic philosophy education, 
remoteness the discussion Catholic 
philosophy education presented the 


convention from the actual work those 
who carry the day-to-day burden Catho- 
lic education. But more this anon. 


The Main Divisions the Program 

The major divisions the programs are 
under departments who determine them. 
The departments are the Major Seminary, 
the Minor Seminary, the College and Uni- 
versity, the Secondary, the Elementary, the 
School Superintendents (which has din- 
ner meeting), and the Special Education 
department. The Seminary departments are 
concerned primarily with 
problem the institution, much this 
year discussion basis topics rather 
than formal papers, though there were 
some. There were joint meetings and 
luncheons the Major and Minor Semi- 
naries. The problem vocations received 
considerable attention the Vocations 
Section, special panel discussion 
fostering vocations for the Sister-teachers 
elementary, and secondary schools, 
colleges, and nursing schools.

The piéce 
résistance the theme was the joint 
meeting the Catholic Philosophical 
Association and the College and University 
Department the NCEA. was quite 


similar last year’s meeting which 
there was “meeting minds” and 
central theme discussion Child- 
Centered defined. The papers 
the theme and some the discussion 
hardly sounded like organized body 
knowledge given the name philosophy 
education. 

For background the main discussion 
the theme would like place 
discussion the National Catholic Kin- 
dergarten Association diocesan super- 
intendent schools (Father O’Neil 
D’Amour Escanaba, Mich.): made 
surprising statement which was repeated 
the joint meeting philosophers and 
educators about John Dewey. said that 
“not few” Catholic educators are the 
opinion that “it took the work pagan 
philosopher, John Dewey, awaken Cath- 
olic education truths coherent its own 
philosophy.” The night before, Father 
Wade, S.J., had buried Dewey for the 
“steenth time” the NCEA demonstrat- 
ing that Dewey has more than the prover- 
bial nine lives cat. Father D’Amour 
urged that Catholic educators examine 
the light Christian teaching the “good 
inherent progressive education,” such 
its emphasis individual dignity and 
responsibility, the sound philosophy behind 
the activity method teaching, the free 
discipline characteristic modern edu- 
cation.” The New York Herald Tribune 
reported Father D’Amour: 


“Members religious teaching orders,” 
said, “are particularly responsible for radical 
misunderstanding’ the family unit, regard- 
ing essentially ‘authoritarian,’ patterned 
after Old World agrarian needs. This concept, 
said, has been preserved Catholics ‘in 
the deep freeze our self-imposed reactionary 
isolation’ and result historic ‘ghetto 


For those who believe that the 
function the learning rather 
than teaching, read with some surprise, 
Dr. Smith’s statement: 


“Among the tools education, the school 
has for its precise and proper end that 
teaching. tradition that surges back 
through the middle ages the 
nings our culture Greece and Rome, 
teaching has always been deemed the primary 
function the school. Hence, from the notion 
teaching springs the very nature 
school. From analysis Catholic teaching 
there emerges the concept Catholic school, 
not merely its general outline but its 
whole hierarchy subject and structure. 

“What precisely teaching? What are the 
teachable subjects, the subjects that belong 
the school? What particular, Catholic 
teaching? confronting these questions 
will telescope our discussion the Catholic 
School and sight the within the end 
all education: ‘to form Christ Himself 
regenerated 


Dr. Smith had preceded this statement 
with this introductory remark: “Education,

“One thing may follow after another, 
history, without following from it, 
scientific argument; and where 
sequence events facts not causal 
but only temporal spatial, teaching 
neither necessary nor possible.” 

The application the analysis thus 
stated: 

“But apart from the techniques teach- 
ing, the vision St. Thomas, least two 
counts, can point the concrete program 
the Catholic school, the home Catholic 
teaching. 

“First all, since teaching and learning, 
forms discourse, require procession from 
one thing another, only human reason can 
taught. Perceiving one thing after another, 
our senses not discourse, and they can- 
not properly taught. Indeed, science alone, 
with its genuine order where one truth flows 
from another intrinsic connectedness, 
perfectly teachable and perfectly disciplina. 
other forms discourse dialectics, 
the extent that these other modes rea- 
soning share demonstration the imper- 
fect the perfect. the other hand, sheer 
inventories catalogues where there 
discourse from one thing another are mat- 
ters information requiring perhaps drill- 
master. But they are not the objects in- 
struction requiring teacher. the primary 
objective the school teach, the primary 
program the school should teachable 
subjects. 

second practical conclusion that moral 
virtue, individual social; the manual and 
fine arts; and gymnastic exercises are not 
properly teachable subjects because none 
them there movement from the under- 
standing one thing understanding 
another.” 

The basic program the Catholic school 
will include six subjects disciplines: 
“First, the logical arts right reasoning, 
inielligent reading, and effective writing 
and speaking; second, the mathematical 
reckoning and measuring; third, 
natural studies; fourth, moral science in- 
what are usually termed the social 
sciences; fifth, metaphysics; sixth, 
Christian doctrine.” 

The order learning requires increasing 
experience and that explains the order 
these subjects.

mean that Christian doctrine cannot 
taught the earlier stages education, 
Dr. Smith says: 

“But this does not mean that theology 
must deferred the school until all 
the other knowledges have been formally 
completed. Though the knowledge meta- 
physical principles, for instance, depends upon 
our command the previous stages scien- 
tific knowledge, there such dependence 
Christian doctrine upon prior sciences. 
the principles theology are the articles 
faith, theology can shared some mini- 
mum fashion anyone who knows only the 
Apostle’s Creed way foreknowledge. 
The catechism, sure, theology and 
according theology’s proper order. But 
theology Christian doctrine shared accord- 
ing the state the recipient theology 
higher form shared the doctor the 
subject and still higher mode the 
blessed heaven.” 


Education? 

One the interesting side lights this 
whole discussion was the occasional state- 
ment that there strictly philosophy 
education, only theology education. 
Our own Theology Education raises the 
issue. spite our continuing distinction 
between philosophy based human rea- 
son and theology based revelation, 
Philosophy Education” penetrated 
all its aspects theology. The Encyclical 
Christian Education primarily docu- 
ment theology education rather 
than philosophy education. inter- 
esting note that three speakers who 
quote the encyclical about the end 
education quote different passages with 
their slightly different emphasis but none 
were explained illustrated. Perhaps the 
most significant passage this subject 
was uttered Dr. Smith: 


“Teaching the communication order 
knowledge, and Catholic teaching most 
perfectly itself communicating, way 
preparation some achieved form, that 
order wisdom which theological. Only 
wisdom can integrate knowledge. Histoy can- 
not because not scientific. Prudence 
cannot because not universal. The 
liberal arts cannot because they are 
essentially preparations for something outside 
themselves. Not even the wisdom philoso- 
phy can integrate Catholic learning Catho- 
lic. What makes Catholic teaching Cath- 
olic the order all teachable subjects 
the ordering wisdom theology. Present 
one form another throughout the whole 
school structure from the first grade through 
higher learning, theology can attain some- 
thing scientific estate the college pro- 
gram where the mind assimilating other 
sciences that require Christian scientific 
organization.” 

The piéce résistance was the 
joint meeting the educators and the 
philosophers, which have already indi- 
cated was something else. illustrated 
well remark Dr. Smith the end 
his paper: 

“But this time for the Catholic school 
bask the glory its achievements. Our 
principles education, their actual exer- 
cise, are not order because our education- 
ists, the one hand, and our philosophers 
and theologians, the other, have been act- 
ing like independent specialists when, point 
fact, there are hardly any other groups 
that should teamed into closer practical 
harmony.” 

The distinction the philosophers and 
educators was the official program: 
The Child-Centered School: Dogma 
Heresy? Father Dwyer happily eliminated 
that part the title which said “Dogma 
Heresy.” didn’t think theological 
terms such “dogma” “heresy” were 
appropriate. Educational differences, par- 
ticularly techniques, were not going 
permit the designation the other fellow 
heretic. The gingerly way Father 
Dwyer treated the term “Child Centered,” 
fear, might have led some intimate 
might educational heretic. But 
one listens him and his reference 
the Christian spirit, one thought had 
before his mind the “Suffer little children 
come unto and forbid them not for 
such the Kingdom Heaven.” 

any case there was definition 
child-centered school, and the caricature 
summarizing Dewey’s principles your 
own meanings, whatever the words, made 
easy bury him once more apparently 
favorite divertissement. Perhaps word 
explaining the background the problem 
may helpful. The phrase 
centered” school was given the new 
school spirit from very famous para- 
graph Dewey’s “School and Society,” 
published originally 1900. Dewey said: 

may have exaggerated somewhat make 
plain the typical points the old education: 
its passivity attitude, its mechanically mass- 
ing children, its uniformity curriculum 
and method. may summed stating 
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that the center gravity outside the child. 
the teacher, the text book, anywhere 
and everywhere you please except the im- 
mediate instincts and activities the child 
unlike that introduced Copernicus when 
the astronomical center shifted from the earth 
the sun. this case the child becomes the 
sun about which the appliances education 
revolve; the center about which they 
are organized.” 


thus stated and its context the 
child-centered school here 
logical problem socio-psychological, and 
not primarily philosophical and certainly 
not theological. one wishes definite 
criticism the unwise application this 
Rugg and Shumacher’s Child Centered 
School, even Dewey’s Experience 
Education. wish discuss Dewey’s 
statement ends and objectives edu- 
cation inclusive, which all Catholics 
reject, that and define the subject, but 
let not use any title bury “again 
and again and again.” 

Unfortunately was said above there 
was meeting minds and might 
even suspect that Father Wade thought 
the child-centered school heretical, 
view the final statements that Catholic 
education must not have anything 
with the child-centered school. The point 
raised above regarding the psychological 
problem the child-centered school was 
even stronger distinction was made 
education and 
child-centered teaching. What 
sumably discussed was child-centered teach- 
ing, and this makes the case that was 
presented even more absurd. Unfortunately 
copies the papers were not available 
for illustrative citations. 

Unfortunately, too, space does not per- 
mit comparison the terminology and 
the way the classroom teachers and those 
who bear “the burden and heat” daily 
educational practice conceive the problems 
and the way they are presented the 
learned disquisitions “educators” and 
“philosophers,” but would like leave 
you with the thought.

Growth the C.B.E.A. 


Sister Dorothy, O.P., the presidential 
address entitled: “Growth the C.B.E.A.,” 
traced the development the Association 
from that memorable Friday, November 
1945, the Feast All Saints, the present 
day. began with eighteen representatives 
few high schools the New York area.
